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knows anything about finances or the condt- 
tion of the banks of any city, that it is utterly 
impossible for the banks to-morrow to pay their 
depositors. The deposits amount to 

BETWEEN TWENTY AND THIRTY MILLIONS. 

Of that sum, perhaps, in the aggregate, 25, 30, 
85 or 40 per cent., I am not able to say exactly 
how much, of the assets are immediately avail- 
able. Supposing the cash in the vaults 
to have been ‘saved, and I learn that all 
the vuults so far as heard from are supposed to 
be safe; so farasthe money is concerned, that, 
of course, does not pay the amount of our de- 
positors. The principal thing for us to deter- 
mine as bankers is, how we shall proceed in the 
transaction of our business. It is manifestly 
unjust, it would be unreasonable in any exi- 
gency, much less in this, ifthe banks should re- 
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proof will be fortheeming. The losses we have 
suffered must be borne, but the place, the time 
and the men are bere to t the bottom 
and work up again. Not at the bottom neither, 
for we have credit in every land, and the experi- 
ence of one upbuilding of Chicago to help us. 

“Let us all cheer up, save what is yet left, and 
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dangers will be past, and we can resume the bat 
tle of life with Christian faith and Western grit. 
Let us cheer up.” 

REPRESSING VILLAINY. 
Several attempts at incendiary burning were 
made last night, but every instance the perpe- 
trators were summarily dealt with, and their 
fate, with that of their brother-fiends previous- 
ly caught, it is hoped will stop these 
infernal attempts. The Mayor has 
placed the complete police authority of the city 
inthe bands of Lieutenant General Sheridan, 
with unlimited powers. Five hundred United 
States troops arrived here this morning from the 
East, which, added to tha force oa hand previous 
to their arrival, makes fully 1,000 men—ell 
United States regulars. This movement has 
completely reassured the people that peace aad 
order will reign. 

REBUILDING, 


The Chamber of Commerce will rebuild their 
new edifice on the same ground that the burned 
building occupied. They expected to raise the 
money for that purpose this afternoon. 

The loss by the railroad companies is compar- 
atively small. Only two depots were burned, 
those occupied by the Illinois Central, the Mich- 
igan Central and the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy rattroads, at the foot of Lane street, and 
the depot on Lasalle street, occupied by the 
Michigan Southern and the Rock Island and 
Paeifie railroads. The loss in cara, 
all of them freight, will not exceed two hundred. 
All of the roads are running their regular trains 
into the city. 4 

LOSSES OF THE RAILROADS. 

The loss of the Pullman Car Company is com- 
paratively nothing, consisting simply of the 
goods they bad in their office. They did not 
lose a single car. 

THE MORGUE. 

The city authorities have established a morgue 
on Chicago avenue for the reception of dead 
bodies. Upto this hour about sixty have been 
deposited therein. 

The body of Dr. Max Meyers, a well-known 
physician, was found, burned to death, near his 
office, on Clark street. 

The blackened remains of Henry J. Ullman, 
the well-known banker, were found this morn- 
ing. He left his house about one o'clock on Sun- 
day night, and was undoubtedly caught in the 
flames as he was attempting to make bis way to 


his bank. 
THE COURTS. 

The bar of Chicago and the judges of tne 
courta, both city and State, will hold a meeting 
to-morrow to take action looking to the restora- 
tion, as far as possible, of all the legal records 
and papers destroyed. 

The Board of Public Works have very for- 
tunately saved their books, papers, plana, etc. 

STARVATION CHECKMATED. 

Immense quantities of provisions have been 
sent from every direction, Several hundred car 
loads reached bere last night and this morning, 
accompanied by committees. All fears of suffer- 
ing from starvation have disappeared. Clothing 
and blankets are needed. 

THE ELEVATORS. 

The amount of grain destroyed in elevators is 
estimated at two and a half millions of bushels, 
while four and a half millions of bushels stored 
in the four large eleyators belonging to Munn & 
Scott, the immense Illinois Central elevator, and 
the old Iowa elevator of Spruazice & Preston, 
are saved and uninjured, 

THE EXPRESS COMPANIES. 

The contents of the vaults and safes of the 
verious express companies are reported in per- 
fect conditien. In the American Express Com- 
pany's vaults, not even the wax on the seals of 
packages was melted. 

INSURANCE COMPANIES. 

The condition of the insurance companies and 
the probabilities of their being able to pay any 
portion of their losses ia eagerly canvassed. The 
general impression seems to be that tie foreign 
companies will pay, and there is also a strong 
feeling of confidence inthe San Francisco com- 
panies. That some of the Eastern companies 
have given notice of their intention to pay has 
already been stated. 

THE WATER-WORKS. 

The condition of the Water-works, while it 
has been one of vital Interest, has also been most 
dificult to definitely ascertain, on account of the 
difticulty of getting to them through the dense 
smoke which, until yesterday afternoon, con- 
tinued to cover the district where they are sit- 
uated. The facts are, that all of the three 
immense pumping-engines are badly in- 
jured. by the action of the fire 
and the falling of the roof; but the boilers 
are uninjured, and the best engine is in such a 
condition that Superintendent Cregier says he 
will bave it in working order within a week. 
Meantime water is being hauled from the lake 
and from an artesian well in the West Division, 
and distributed free. 

HOMELESS THOUSANDS, 

A careful estimate of the number of people 
rendered homeless, based upon the recent cen- 
sus, pnts the total at not less than 110,000, dis- 
tributed as follows: In the North Division 
85,000, or all but 5,000 of the entire population, 
according to the recent city census; in the South 
Division 20,000, and in the West Division 3.000. 

Thousands of these unfortunates are, however, 
leaving the city on every train. The ratlroads 
carry all free who desire to go.

ELOQUENT DESCRIPTION OF THE FIRE. 
Cutcaeo, Oct. 10.—The following eloquent and 
truthful description of the fire has been fur- 
nished by a gentleman who participated in the 
work throughout: 

None but an eye-witness can form an idea of 
the fury apd power of the fire-flend as he reveled 
among the palatial buildings and warehouses on 
the South side. With the wind  biow- 
img a hurricane, at times it seemed 
but the work of a moment the 
fire toenter the south ends of the 
fronting on Randolph, Lake, and Water streets, 
and reappear at the north doors and windows, 
belching forth in fierce flames, which often 
licked the opposite buildings, and then the 
flames belching from the buildings on both sides 
of the streets would unite and present a 

SOLID MASS OF FIRE, 
completely filling the street from side to side 
and shooting upwerd an hundred feet into the 
air, above the house-tops, in their mad ca- 
reer. Thus was street after street filled 
with fame and fire, and the exultation of the 
fire fiend was given vent to in a way which can 
only be equaled by combining the noise of the 
ocean when its waters are driven during a tem- 
pest upon a rocky beach with the howl of the 
blast. 
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uals who should first reach the counters 
of the banks to withdraw their money, which 
would cripple, would almost destroy, the re- 
maining resourees of our peopie.

As I have said 
in the beginning, it may be much more hopeful 
generally in the outcome, I believe all look to 
our interest and integrity to carry us and the 
city ot Cricage through.

A great deal of suffering 
occurred among the people Monday night, who 
were obliged tocamp out on the prairie, on the 
northern extremes of the city, and quite a num- 
ber of deaths resulted in consequence of the 
exposure, frights and fatigue endured. The 
committee in Chicago, in name of the city, im- 
pressed omnibusses, carriages and wagons of 
every kind, and set them at work cerrying pro- 
vistons to them, as also water, and bringing them 
iuto the churches and school-houses on 
the South and West Sides where they have been 
sheltered and made comfortabie, and last night 
it was believed but very little suffering existed. 
With the assistance of General Sheridan and 
Colonel Forsyth the various committees have 
been organizad and set at work carrying out 
their various duties very quickly and effectively. 
Immense quantities of provisions have arrived, 
many car-loads being cooked ready for distribu- 
tion, and the committee have telegraphed to sev- 
eral places to stop sending in more at present. 
Twenty car-loads of provisionsand ten thousand 
blankets came from Cincinnati, accompanied by 
seventeen of her citizens. St. Louis sent lu 
twenty car-loads of provisions. 

THE PIRST SUPPLIES, 

The first supply of provisions received came 
from Milwaukee. Allegon, Springfield, Lafayette, 
Burlington, Racine, Madison, Kenosha, Ripon, 
Urbana, Sycamore, Allegheny City, Jackson- 
ville, Devenport and Plymguth sent in one car 
of provisions each; Elkhart and Fort Wayne sent 
three cars each; Oleveland, six cars; Ashkosh 
and rt, two cars; Cleveland, five car 
loads; C., B. & Q@ R. R. brought eight car loads 
from Neponset. 

FEEDING THE HUNGRY. 

The various cities throughout the country 
have almost all telegraphed offers of money and 
supplies of every kind, and New York has made 
tendgrs of a large amount of money, and many 
of her private citizens give ten thousand dollars 
each. Jay Gould has telegraphed the use of fast 
trains and full transportation over his road. Au 
the railroads leading out of Chicago are carry- 
ing free of charge over their roads 
such of the homeless as have friends in other 
places, and this kindness on their part is being 
largely availed, and many are leaving the city.

We represent that so far from 
seeking, we have constantly avoid- 
ed Controversy, even 
when it reaches a definite point where 
its aims are admitted to be conclusive, 
proves but a partial and melancholy peace- 
maker. As a rule it obscures, not dis- 
closes, truth, which should be the sole ob- 
ject of inquiry. The controversialist be- 
comes a gladiator; and, though there be 
never 80 little passion in the beginning of 
the combat of words, a few rounds serve 
to warm the blood of the contending par- 
ties, whereupon vigor ceases to perform 
its wholesome and legitimate functions in 
order to display its prowess, and earnest- 
ness degenerates into anger. The tendency 
to misconception, the temptation to mis- 
state, the human frailty which places suc- 
cess above every other result, the confusion 
of arguments and motives, all join in 
the devil’s own work of mis'eading the 
sense and corrupting the nature of what 
was in the outset designed for rational 
debate. 
who witness this species of show-fighting 
are satisfied; often they grow weary of it, 
and now and then a flat and final 
verdict is obtained. Not so with the con- 
testants. Usually they propose to wrestle 
as long as they have strength to stand up, 
as long as they can get backers and specta- 
tors; rarely do they arrive at any conclu- 
sion; never are they convinced. A point 
is reached in all discyssion, when we may 
say, a8 BURKE somewhat sententioualy 
said of the question of taxation in America, 
“invention is exhausted; reason is fa- 
tigued; experience has given judgment; 
but obstinacy is not yet conquered.” 

On account of the belief embodied in 
these general suggestions we have habitual- 
ly written down, and, as far as we have 
been able, have acted down, the spirit of 
newspaper controversy.

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we hope that they have been read ‘by the 


editor of the Democrat. But it will not be 


to do so, and we shall evade nothing that 
may be requisite to a pertectly full and 
candid statement. 

The enacting clause of the Thirteenth 
amendment, abstractly considered, is as 
much a subversion of State rights as the 
enacting clauses of the, Fourteenth and Fif- 
teenth amendments. Objection, however, 
is not made to it because it is said to 
have executed itself and in a manner to 
have expired. The enacting clause of the 
Fourteenth amendment has produced the 
Kuklux bill. The enacting clause of the 
Fifteenth amendment has produced the 
bayonet election act. They are therefore 
held to be not only existant, but to be per- 
petual dangers “ees local gov- 
ernment. 

We hold that the two last-named enact- 
ing clauses are at once needless and tauto- 
logical; and that, strictly interpreted, they 
will expire as soon as the citizenship and 
sufffage of the blacks are uncontested, 
just as the enacting clause of the Thir- 
teenth amendment became a dead letter 
when the freedom of the slave became a 
fact of universal acceptance and recogni- 
tion. 

But this is by no means all of the ac- 
count. 

Clause 18, article 8, section 1, of the 
Constitution of the United States, declares 
that Congress shall have power to make 
all laws which shall be necessary and proper 
for carrying into execution the foregoing 
powers and al other powers vested by the 
Constitution in the Government of the 
United States.” The enacting clauses of 
the Thirteenth, Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
amendments are simply a repetition 
of thia They are, therefore, useless 
and tautological. If they break down 
State rights, so does the foregoing extract 
out of the body of the Constitution, which 
states precisely the same thing in nearly 
the same words. But, properly con- 
strued, they do not violate State rights. 
Construed, according to Democratic usage, 
tnaide of the spirit and letter of the Consti- 
tution, they refer to the civil rights con- 
ferred upon the blacks, and as soon as 
those civil rights are assured they will sub- 
stantially disappear, having executed them- 
selves (needlessly, it is true, in view of 
clause 18, art. 1, sec. 8, which covers the 
ground) and expired, like the enacting 
clause of the Thirteenth amendment, which 
no one pretends to call inaid of any Con- 
gressional usurpation. 

We hold that the Kuklux bill and bayo- 
net election act are radical measures not 
authorized under the Fourteenth and Fif- 
teenth amendments and in violation of the 
whole spirit and letter of the Federal Con- 
stitution. Each might have been passed 
as well by sanction of the clause we have 
quoted as by sanction of the enacting 
clauses which are set up for authority by 
the Radicals. Each might have been 
passed, and would have been passed, with- 
out any sanction at all, for, when à party 
has the power, and is bent upon extremes, 
it rarely respects organic law, and never 
lacks a precedent or pretext for carrying 
out its purposes.

“ROASTED ALIVE.” 


Awful Account of the Fires in Michi- 
gan and Wisconsin — Twelve 
Hundred People Burned 
to Death. 


Misery of the Survivors. 


* 

Cricaco, Oct. 18— The latest reports from the 
terrible fires in Northern Wisconsin and Michi- 
gan represent the loss of life as being fearful. 
Some seven to eight hundred dead bodies had 
already been recovered, end it is believed the 
number will reach fully one thousand, and the 
wounded two hundred. This comprises at least 
three-quarters of the population. 

Mi. wavungex, Oot. 15.—Later accounts from 
Northern Wisconsin confirm all previous reports 
and rumors, The loss of life in the neighborhood 
of the burned village of Peshtigo will reach over 
twelve hundred, for fifteen per cent. of those 
injured cannot recover. 

The fire tornado was heard at a distance like 
the roaring of the sea. Balls of fire were soon 
observed to fall like meteors in different part 
of the town, igniting whatever they touched 
People rushed with their children in their arms 
for a place of safety, but the storm of fire was 
upon them, and enveloped them in flames, 
smoke, burning sand and cinders, and those that 
were not able to reach the river were suffocated 
and roasted alive. 

This terrible scene happened on Sunday night, 
the 8th of October, already made famous by the 
Chicago horror. A member of the relief commit- 
tee sent from Milwaukee with supplies says the 
only survivors were those who were fortunate 
enough to reach the water, many throwing 
themselves into a mill-pond and clinging to 
floating logs. A number of these were drowned 
by being thrownfrom the logs by maddened 
horses and cattle that rushed into the water. 
The fiery cyclone swept over a track of country 
eight or ten miles wide. Every buiiding, fence 
and all the timber were licked up clean by the 
tongue of fire. The town of Peshtigo numbered 
two thousand, one-third of whom perished on 
that fearful night. 

Reports from the east shore of the Green Bay 
place the lose of life fully as high as at Peshtigo. 
The same account states that the immediate 
wants of the people are supplied, but large 
amounts of provisions and clothing will be re- 
quired for the coming winter. Mayor Lading- 
ton, of Milwaukee, publishes the following ap- 
peal for aid:
